Shall we have any Streets Maoadam- 
IsedthisFaU? 



The City Council has been elected a month, 
yot we havo no reooUeolion of llie first ordi- 
nanoo having boon passod, nor tho first thing 
being done — finished — for Iho improvomoni 
of tho town. Tliero has boon a great deal ol 
lallc, hut little work; and what little lias 
bean done 1ms boon preliminary. Nuisan- 
ces in all parts of the city llivow oiil their 
noxious exhalations as furniorly. Not a 
scuvenget is to be saou — not oven one of the 
hog'faiE^Uj; '^^Notwilhs^ 
BepbH,'liuiBBnoes are still undisturbed ; and 
Will lemnin eo till a nuisance ordiiiauco 
IS ordained and an inspector appointed un- 
dot it. Much of the filth and pestilential va 
pors that present themselves to tho optics 
iiad olfactorioa of pedestrians in llieir pere- 
grinations through tho city, mi;^iit got rid 
of enlirelv, had wo one or two main sewora 
falling into the harbor. l>ut there are no 
sowers cocnmoncoJ yet. Nu survey has 
boen made for the purpose— no surveyor np- 
pointed ;mo efltimate of length, si/.e, number, 
nor cost of sewers. ' The Council, probably, 
are waiting for the fall and winter rains to 
■wash out and purify tbo city. Nalure'.i hy- 
draulic miiehinery— a goud hi'avyrain and 
a sloping town-silo— we liave bad every bill, 
•winter and spring, liut wo believe in the 
application of scionco to nature— in assisting 
nature— a few.. good sewers fur instance. 
Possibly a' sewer to carry off the surplus 
Bpeakago of tbo Conncil would not be a bad 
investment ; whilst a eunduil from the reser- 
voir of public e.vpeciations di.sciiaryuig itself 
iuto the Council Ctiainber might do no 
harm. At least, the latter would convoy to 
Councillors the fact that considerable rain 
ialls in'this'oity during the winter; that rain 
is witter in a liquid stale; that water 
mixed with earth is mud ; that much mud is 
mire, and that much mire makes our streets 
impassable. 

The Council ha,? lately been stndyiug 
geography, not the geography of the Milky 
Way. as we.presutne.that they have enongh 
mUkMn'tfteit doco^^^ but the geography 

of a 'small area witliih tho city, with the 
view of compelling real-e-statc owners to 
lay side-walks in front of tlieir lots. Such 
is a capital idea. I'edo.striaiis no doubt will 
bless the City Fathers for improved and un- 
improved side-walks ; for if iboy get over 
them salely, all will be right ; and if they 
aboideiitally protrude a leg tlirough a holu 
in a platform and break it, the city treasury 
will foot the bills — pay damages, lint there 
is another way for Councillors to mend their 
ways besides making side-walk ordinances. 
There other people besides pedestrians — 
a very important class too, if we cstimato 
them by the space they occupy in the street. 
They -^OT^not f liae^sTde^^ u g li 

pedestrians -can do without side-walks. 
This class use animals and vehicles of all 
kinds and descriptions. I'orliaps the Coun- 
cil was not aware of it; at least, it would 
seem so, as so little ntlenlion has been 
uirccjed to grading and macadamizing our 
thoroughfares. The Council hold tho power 
to make, improVe and* keep in repair the 
streets; yet no one is expending a day's 
labor on them, except Peinborton's boarders, 
and that is done without tbo consent of tbe 
Council. For the information of tbe Council, 
and to assist them in their gco^ra|)hical 
studies, we have to say that there are sev- 
eral , streets not macdadamized or even 
graded,'' oir only ' partially so. They are 
Yates, Government, Johnson, Cormorant, 
Broad, Fisguard, Douglas, besldos a road to 
the Springs. If Counoillors will only recol- 
lect these names and mako good use of 
them, <we predict that-we shall have soma 
streets graded and. iQaoadamlzed this fall. 



Italian AfiTairs. 



Not very long ago wo allndeil to tho pro- 
spect of a renewal of warlike measures in 
Italy under the leadership of Garibaldi. No 
news of active movements being commenc- 
ed had then reached us, but from tho well- 
known charncter of that famous porfionnge, 
his visit to Sicily .ind threatening language 
uttered by him before his pavlj;«aiis at .Mar- 
sala, it was to be expected that he would not 
Slop at that Subsequent events have only 
lealized the anticipation then indulged in. 
After making n cirouit of 'the island, ad- 
dressing the public in various places, in- 
flaming them by the most violent denuncia- 
tions of the Emperor Napoleon and the tem- 
porizing policy of the Italian (Jovornment, 
he calls upon them to follow him to Home 
and Venice. The influence of such a loader 
upon tbeteziSitablel miiiids.'of the' Southern 
Italians, backed as it was by the remcrn- 
branco of his former e.vploits on the .same 
ground, was not long in making itself felt, 
in addition to those who had followed him 
from Northern Italy, a numbor of those rest- 
less and-turhulent spirits, which are always 
to be lound in Italian cities and luwns, im- 
siedialely flocked to his standard. One 
would huvo imagined that tho miignitndo ol 
the enterprise, tho almust in.'iliporablu ub- 
Btacles that lay in the way of its aceorn 
plishmcnt with the means at their command, 
lyould havo been suflioient to deter even the 
rabst sanguine from embarking in so hazard- 
ous an adventure. Hut Iho conlidonco ol 
the lower orders of Italians in Gai'ibaldi 
leems to ba unbounded. Accordingly the 
next wo hear of him is that ho is at Catania, 
on the coast of Sicily, at tho head of quite 
a number of followers. Embarking as many 
as possible on a oonple^f, steamers, he crosses 
the Straits of Messina to Melito, in tho king- 
dom of Naples. Drawing a number of the 
Calabrians to his standard, be marches 
rapidly to Jloggio, on his way to Ihn city of 
Naples. In the meantimo the Italian Gov- 
ernment, which either did not believe, or 
professed not to believo that Garibaldi would 
go further than giving expression to bis 
views and feelings, became tborongbly 
alarmed, not that thoy diffured with him in 
any degree us to the end ho sought to ob- 
tain, for they ■were orjually anxiou.s with that 
leader for the acquisition of Homo and 
Veuico, but they wero not yet in a position 
to attempt to acquire them a la Garibaldi. 
U'boy wero not prepared lor a war with France 
and Austria, which' would to a certainty be 
itlK^restlU ofriny inyasion or-,lh9 Roinnn ter- 



ritory at tho prceeut time. Victor KmauucI 
was not willluif to be a mere cypher — a Kiog 
only in aamc — he could not for one moment 
premit Garibaldi — favorito though he was — 
to mako war on hia own account without 
ceasing to ba King of Italy. The issue was 
plain, and the crisis allowed of no hesitation. 
The occasion called for oucrgetiu measures, 
and they were taken. Counter proolamations 
to those of Garibaldi were immediately 
issued, denounc'rfig him and his movements 
as rebellious. Tbo military and naval forces 
at hand wero put in motion to counteract 
and put nil end to tho further progress of that 
individual. The Neapolitan provinces wero 
declared to be in a stute of seige. The coast 
was blookaded:b;^;tbe'ilcet.' Eight hundred 
of tho Garibaldiatis were captured by the 
royal troops at Catania. A demonstration 
got up at MeHsina by .Mazzini in favor of tbo 
chief was immediately put down by force, 
and a strong column by Bergsalaio, was 
despatched to Koggio with orders to seek 
Garibaldi's forces and disperse them. As 
far us wo can form aa opinion from tha'ex> 
tiomoly meagre despatches we'have already 
received, it would ieem that Ihe rebels were 
attauliod by tho goveiiiment troops on the 
road betwoBii Roggio and the city of Naples, 
and al'tOL- a ])rotly sharply contosted light 
defeated ; Garibaldi himself having beeiV 
wouuded aud taken prisoner, was order- 
ed to be convoyed ' out of the country 
to Spezzia. Tho duration of this excit- 
ing drama wus nut, altogether, many days ; 
yet, short as it wa.s, it was sullicient 
to e.vcitu the gravest ajjprclicnsions on 
tbo I'urt of tlic obicf cabinets ul lOurupo us 
to the pi'obalik' result. The I'lmperor of 
France evidently saw in the hostile threats aud 
inovcmuuts ot (iat'ibuldi that bo was dctcfmin- 
cd to curry out his idea of annexing Homo in 
defiance of the power of Franco. However 
willing Xiipolcon might be to assist in tbe uiii- 
licatioii of Italy, he could not for a nioincnt 
allow the military honor of his nation to ho 
held in oontoinjit. lie accordingly sent a 
French stjuadron to the coast of Naples, and 
made ~ preparations for importitut military 
movements, and wo Imvc not the slightest doubt 
that he would nut hesitiitc to land his (orces 
upun .\ca|)olit;vn territory il circinnstanccs 
bud rciidurud it nccosaiiiy. It was well, how- 
ever, lor tbo pe;'.ce uf Kiirojje that the speedy 
leraiiiiatiun ul the insurrection by the Italian 
Uoveruniciit prevented any occasion for that 
extreme step, as the Eugliah Cubiuct would be 
sure to view such a muasuro most unfa- 
vorably. 

It now remains to be seen what ell'ecl the 
defeat of Uaribuldi will have upon the minds 
ot the revolutionary party ; whether bo has 
lost his prestige, or whether he is still regarded 
by them with the same blind confidence as of 
yore ; wbetber tbey will rest' satislicd for the 
present with tho futile attempt they have 
inadCi and submit to the rule ol Victor I'inian- 
uel, or whclber tbey will chani;e their tactics, 
und by their disall'cction endeavor, in the words 
of Garibaldi, -'to d<;stroy the Italy they have 
made." it is quite probable that they will 
give the Govcruraont a good deal •! trouble, 
but tho support of tbe. iQodcrato, part ol the 
Italians, who are tired of war and heavy taxa- 
tion, will go far to ncnlralize their eflorts, and 
from a ministry that ba.s boon bold enough uot 
only to bell, but to capture the cat — lor in such 
a light has Garibaldi been regarded — tiicy need 
expect but little consideration. It is inijjossi- 
bio, however, to fui'sec what will come out ol 
the utfuir until .we shall . bavc somo details of 
the recent movements.

Garibiildi is causiiig a great deal of talk just 
now in consct]UODcc of tho violent speeches lie 
has been delivering in tho course of his tour 
through Southern Italy, against tliu Emperor 
of the French. His language has been most 
bitter, and calculated to increase ten fold the 
difliculties of the Turin Government. Kalaz- 
/i, who is coii-sidcred as a kind of nominee ol 
Louis Xaiioluon, has been doing all lie can by 
stringent nioasnres to nullily tlic infiucneo 
which Garibaldi's invectives aro [iroduciug. 
He has repriinaudcd tbo mayors ol the towns 
who coantenanced the heroic getierjirs ciitcr- 
lainmijnts by their porsoual presence. All 
that could be iloiie, short of taking (.Jaribaldi 
himself into custody, lias been done. Tiiis lat- 
ter ho dare not alteiiipt. All Italy would be 
up in u blaze uf iiidignalion were their favor- 
ite warrior's personal freedom interfered with. 
Thore are rumors of another rising ou the jiarl 
of tho Italians, iu prdbr finally to drive the 
French from Rome aiid'lhb Austrians Iroiii 
Vcnetia — -but I (lucstiou if anything will really 
be done this suninipr. 

The French policy in Jilexieo is not more 
popular hero, or in Europe generally, since I 
last wrote. -The Emperor has sent over 
fresh troops, and no doubt in lime ho will 
uunquer the Mexiuans; but ha has to en- 
uounlor fiercer enemios both in man and in 
tho cutting winds as well as yellow fever, 
than he calculated upon. 

It is generally thought that tho Mexican 
expedition has been undortakon witli the 
view of iiiterleriiig in Iho American conflict. 
When he has once established himself 
Iherei it is surmised tbat'he, in conjunction 
with his new ally, tho Emporor of Russia, 
will reo()gt>i/.e tho independence of the Con- 
federate States. If anything is done let us 
hope England will not mix herself up with 
HO questionable an enterprise as couiite- 
naiicirig slavery and slave owneis.
